Virginia University, in Char- 
lottevillc, Virginia, is the farthest 
McGill has every gone afield in 
its challenges; this is one more 
step in McGiU's debating calendar. 

McGill has had every successful 
debating season to date. Last fall, 
debaters defeated Toronto decisive- 
ly in a double debate, while Har- 
vard's reputation was grievously 
impaired when McGill teams de- 
feated them at home and away. 
McGill has also chalked up some 
impressive victories in the Mont- 
real Debating League. 

There arc a great many debates 
planned for the future. Tomorrow 
night at 8 p.m. in the Ballroom, a 
McGill learn will oppose a Toronto 
Varsity team intent on revenging 
its defeat of the past. On the 
weekend of Feb. .20, 21 had ore 
Rosenfeld and Ted Hugcssen will 
speak in a very important debate 
at Princeton, then they will debate 
on the air at Burlington, and 
finally they will debate at Rutgers 
University In New Jersey. 

It is expected, loo, that promis- 
ing inter-faculty debaters will be 
chosen to participate in a tourna- 
ment at Burlington, Vermont on 
the Feb. 26 weekend against thirty 
American Universities. During the 
tournament, each of the twelve Mc- 
Gill speakers will debate eight or 
ten times. 



Union's Views 
Presented by 
Steel Director 

At an open meeting held yester- 
day afternoon in the Union Ball- 
room. Mr. C. H. Millard, National 
Director of the Steelworkers Un- 
ion, gave an address on the topic 
of Labor's part in the democratic 
process, with particular reference 
to the situation in Canada follow- 
ing World War 1 3nd World War 2. 

After the first Great War, Mr. 

Millard stated, the Canadian people 
had good Intentions to look after 

the needs of the returning service- 
men. There wasn't however "the 
democratic machinery present to 
allow people to carry out these 
good intentions." Between that 
period and that following the late 
war a parallel existed. In 1946 the 
country faced "aC.O.D. situation" 
— it was called upon to deliver to 
exservicemcn. With the more 
strongly developed labor unions of 
today -backing like good intentions, 
more has been achieved. 

A reactionary minority of indus- 
trialists and monopolists, Mr. Mil- 
lard said, exists In Canada. It has 
been enriched by war profits, prof- 
its which were greater this time 
than those of the previous war. 

As for Labor's objectives, "we 
want labor to have the highest 
standard of living of which Can- 
ad is capable of providing" the 
union spokesman declared. The 
threefold aims of labor consist of 
the desire to unite people in their 
given industry or trade despite re- 
ligious or political differences; to 
establish collective bargaining and 
thereby "partnership in industry"; 
and to secure legislation safeguard- 
ing the economic and social security 
of labor. 

Following Mr. Millard's talk, a 
discussion period was conducted. 
The meeting, attended by from 50 
to 75 students, was sponsored by 
the McGill CCF club. 



The first Model Parliament of 
this term will take place on Tues- 
day, Feb. 11, in the Union Ballroom, 
when the L.P.P as the Government 
will introduce a Bill to nationalize 
McGill University. The clauses of 
the Bill are as follows: 

RESOLVED that this House 
nationalize McGill University ac- 
cording to the following principles; 
these principles to apply, in gen- 
eral, to all universities. 

1) That McGill University be open 
to any student of the necessary 
scholastic standing without re- 
gard to race, creed, color, re- 
ligion, or political views; 
That all discriminatory practices 
in the functioning of the univer- 
sity, other than scholastic stand- 
ing, be abolished. 

2) That any Canadian citizen who 
meets the necessary scholastic 
standard be admitted free of 
charge, and be provided with 
subsistence allowance, plus an 
additional book allowance; ex- 
cept that any student not meet- 
ing 1st class standing whose 
family has an income of not less 
than $3.000, be not entitled to 
allowances, and be required to 
pay a fee in accordance with 
graduated standards to be pro- 
posed by the educators confer- 
ence. 

3) That the present Board of Gov- 
ernors be abolished and a new 
Board established by the Gov- 
ernment to include within it 
only qualified educators, to be 
responsible to the appropriate 
government .department. 

That all boards and commit- 
tees of administration include on 
them representatives from 
teaching staff and students, to be 
named by the respective groups. 
That the teaching staff be 
, authorized to form their pro- 
fessors' union with the same

purposes of the United Jewish 
Students' Appeal which is at pre- 
sent under way on the campus. 

Sponsored by the Hillel Found- 
ation at McGill, the Appeal was 
officially inaugurated by a cam- 
paign dance at Hillel House on 
Sunday night. The campaign will 
continue until Feb. 16 when there 
win be a closing dance to end the 
two— week appeal, during which 
time a group of canvassers will 
have had the opportunity to con- 
tact every Jewish Student at Mc- 
Gill. 

A committee, headed by co-chair- 
man Larry Bessner and Frances 
Lax, consists of representatives 
from every faculty. A committee 
spokeman stated that all benefi- 
ciaries are listed on the donation 
card and contributers may indicate 
their allotments under three main 
headings— home, Palestine, and Eu- 
rope where t he United Jewish 
Students' Appeal helps to alleviate 
the conditions of displaced persons, 
the aged, infirm, and homeless. 

The campaign objective has been 
set at a minimum of $2,500 but it Is 
the ambition of the campaign com- 
mittee to exceed this amount by a 
substantial margin as it is felt that 
the pressing needs of the present 
time require the grcaest possible 
aid that can be rendered.

University Dramatics 
Part I 

Dramatics ... as academic courses and as extracurricular activities: 
whether making an annual appearance on the campus or as a regular 
feature of university activity . . . must be recognized today as the one 
interest, with the exception of sports, which stands unanimously high 
on the list of student efforts at our universities. 

Yet with its popularity equalling, or far surpassing, that of past 
years, one aspect of college dramatics becomes increasingly apparent. 
The Interest is there; but the facilities for accommodating dramatic 
production, the outcome of that Interest, are not. 

In much too loud a voice a query on the status of dramatics at 
different universities was answered with a chorus of "poor facilities"... 
"space available too small" . . . "production facilities tattered." Although 
plays arc being presented everywhere, at the majority of universities 
the lack of adequate production equipment to work with is felt. 

Of talent there is plenty . . . enthusiasm is high ... and plays are 
being produced. But those who stage them are constantly battling the 
obstacles of obsolete equipment, lack of seating space, and poor lighting. 
Exceptions to prove . . . 

Exceptions to the generally poor quality of available facilities are 
those in use at the University of British Columbia and Acadia Univer- 
sity. At both these places facilities are described as "excellent," with the 
B.C. auditorium, which has a seating capacity of 1000 people, ranking 
as "the best equipped In the province." 

. At Carleton College, In Ottawa, dramatics, while still in an organiza- 
tional stage, promise to become increasingly active aided by the presence 
of good production facilities. And at McGill, dramatics sponsored by 
the English Department may use the production facilities of Moyse 
Hall, the only available stage and auditorium at the University. 

In an effort to overcome the curse of unsatisfactory facilities at 
their university the Drama Guild at Queen's University, an organiza- 
tion independent of the academic institution, has donated a sum to a 
New Theatre Fund which hopes to build a theatre with a seating capa- 
city of 1500. 

Academic recognition . . . 

An increasing tendency, apparent at many universities, to include 
dramatics as an academic subject shows a move from the classification 
of "drama" as a cultural interest, completely extracurricular, to its 
acceptance as a serious field for study and experiment. Such an atti- 
tude on the part of university authorities will not only form a firm basis 
for the expansion of dramatic Interests in Canada but will steadily 
increase the calibre of Canadian talent by allowing academic credit 
for those who want to put time and effort into such work. 



World Student

February 16 



"Federation Sunday," the annual 
World Student Day of Prayer, will 
be held this year on Sunday, Feb 
ruary 16. This annual observance 
of thanksgiving and intercession 
is sponsored by the world's Student 
Christian Federation, one of the 
oldest international student organi 
zations in the world. 

Christian students of universities 
and other schools of higher educa- 
tion In more than 40 countries 
throughout the world will partici- 
pate, and an invitation has been 
extended by the McGill Student 
Christian Movement to all McGill 
students of whatever denomination 
to take part In the local observance 
of the day, to pray for the Federa- 
tion and Christian leadership in 
every vocation of life and in every 
land. 

The Student Christian Movement 
will sponsor a service of worship 
In the evening of Federation Sun 
day. An appeal Is also being made 
to the local churches to observe 
the day so that students who so 
desire may participate as members 
of their own congregation in pray- 
ers for the Federation and its 
members, especially those in Eur- 
ope and the Far East who, at the 
present time, are attempting to 
carry on their work despite most 
discouraging circumstances. 



Epidemic Hits 
Ajax Campus 



(By Canadian University Press) 
Toronto: An outbreak of sickness 
among the students on the Ajax 
campus affecting some 80 under- 
graduates a short time ago, was 
caused by the inoculation of some 
of the food by a staphlococal In- 
fection, acording to reports by the 
college medical staff and the Pro- 
vincial Department of Health. 

The outbreak, which took the 
form of intestinal disorders, was 
the cause of much conjecture among 
the students but rumors that it was 
the result of ptomaine poisoning 
have been discounted by the find- 
ings of the medical investigation. 
"It is their (investigators) opinion 
that the cause of the outbreak was 
a staphylococcal infection resulting 
from the inoculation of certain 
particles of food ... It is not due 
to negligence on the part of anyone 
nor is it in any way related to the 
quality of the food."— according to 
the report released by Mr. J. R. 
Gilley, Director, Ajax Division.

Washington: Bernard Baruchand 
David E. Lllienthal, . the two top 
atomic energy authorities in the 
United States, have Issued the 
statement that scientists who took 
part in the development of the 
atomic bomb have been heavily 
responsible for "leaks of informa- 
tion" about It .to other countries.

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Welcome, Vic Obeck 

• The announcement of the official confirma- 
tion of Victor Obeck's appointment as the new 
McGill Football coach is something that will 
be heartily welcomed and endorsed by all un- 
dèrgraduales. The method followed in select- 
ing the new coach and the final choice from the 
numerous candidates applying give ample in- 
dication that the university authorities realize 
full well the important part that athletics plays 
in the framework of extra-curricular activities 
of the average college student. Furthermore, 
the inclusion of three graduates on the bâtard of 
selection also demonstrated the powerful con- 
necting link that intercollegiate sport* forges 
between the universty and its former students. 

Following the lead of the other three col- 
leges in the Intercollegiate Union, McGill has 
appointed a man who will devote his full time 
to coaching the rugby team but it has gone 
farther than merelyw selecting someone who 
knows football and football alone. The success- 
ful candidate is a young man who will be able 
to' step into one of the more important admin- 
istrative athletic posta in some future yeaK As 
such, his background of professional football ex- 
perience was but one factor taken into account 
before the selection was made. Of equal im- 
portance was the fact that Obeck is a graduate 
of Springfiéld College, the most famous physical 
education school on the continent, and had com- 
pleted his Màster of Arts requirements for a 
■degree from Teachers' College of Columbia. 

This acadamic background affords every in- 
dication of the ability of the new coach to do 
more than turn out football teams capable of 
winning games, as important as that may he 
considered in certain quarters. Rècèrit events in 
the United Stales have indicated that there is 
a definite need for a* fundamental re-education 
of both participants and spectators' towards a 
keener perception of the true value of athletic 
endeavour. 

It would be foolish to attribute recent scan- 
dals in sport to commercialism and long piously 
with a "holier than thou" attitude for the dear, 
departed days of amateurism. Commercialism 
and athletics, and more particularly collège 
athletic, are perfectly compatible with onè- 
ànother,' as was pointed out in a recent editorial 
in a national American weekly. Moreover, the 
desire to win is strong in every one and we 
need not fêèl ashamed of that motivè. Ahypne 
who enters an athletic contest with any other 
aim is either hypocritical or apathetic. 

However, what is needed in sports to-day, is 
a vigorous revival of the concepts of fair play 
and sportsmanship, elements that have been 
conspicuous by their absence in recent years. If 
is along this particular path McGill can best 
be led by a man of the calibre of our new coach, 
: »"d we feel that wè arè correct in stâting that 
entire student body wshes wishes Vic Obeck 
every success in his new appointment.— H.S.

Mots Cuits 

... by Ptolemy 



AS FITTING CLIMAX to a more creative year 
in McGlll's hlttory comes the recent edition of the 
Forge which undoubtedly surpassed all previous 
ones by many literary lengths. Mots Cults has 
little to say that is not praiseworthy of this venture, 
but may offer a few more general criticisms for 
what they may be worth. 

Firstly, tne cover is a definite improvement over 
the drabness and unorlginality of former years . . . 
we doubt very much whether the Intricate design 
hss any particular significance outside of an attempt 
to prêtent a rather disjointed order reflected within 
the covers. At least it is attractive and catches the 
eye. 

The^ layout and overall makeup Is simple and 
effective, and apart from the few typographical 
errors, presumably discovered too late to be altered, 
the Forge presents a eleancut series of poems- and 
prose. 

The biggest lack is the absence of any art work 
. . . illustrations to the stories we think* may urge 
the reader to examine the work more closely. It 
need not be perfect caricatures or pages devoted 
to the Influence of Picasso or Dali, but wè do think 
that the next budget should ba increased sufficiently 
to allow at least a few wood-cuts or even photo- 
graphs. 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

IT IS DIFFICULT to pick favourites amongst the 
short-stories and poem* which appear In the Forge. 
Certainly, all are of a high slsndàrd, at least com- 
parable to the larger literary magazines published 
on this continent. On the whole the prose work 
seemed the more finished and surely cut. Our choice 
is for Mlts Jackson's dramatic episode entitled, 'Too 
Young". Here Is a bit of exceedingly fine prose, 
handled with a' minimum of explanations and de- 
viating tangents. From the reaction 'of a few studènts 
»o it, though, McGill may be "too young* for proper 
appreciation. 

Mr. Welntraub's "Better Make It Thursday", Is 
enjoysble and subUe. His .grimly psthetie little man 
Is somehow funny enough to evoke laughter In- 
stead of sympathy. 

Of the poetry, which Is perhaps' a little more in 
our line, much controversy has been mouthed. From 
Grill-room discourses on the subject we gather that 
there are two definite schools of thought on modern 
poetry; one* favourable; two, that it shouldn't under 
any circumstance ba allowed to be written. Of 
course, without going into a general discussion 
of modern prosody, we can be little but dogmatic 
In our insistance that poetry doéa not necessarily 
rhyme. We must not forget that the anelenU were 
at one time new and ahocking In their technique. 
Modern poets are searching for new medium of ex- 
pression as well as new things to say. The first 
criterion of both proie and poetry should be 'Is this 
new and original?'; and only In the second place 
should we asseu its relative merit to that which has 
already been declared as grèst and' significant. 

To represént each of thé schools we choose Dénis 
Gitalin's, "Watch Thém Kill The Bull", of the im- 
pressionistic school, and Alan Heuser's "A Man Who 
Dreams'' for a smooth, more conventional poem. 

Neediest to say, the above judgments do not 
represent the ultimate of criticism. There is nothing 
I think which does not deserve mention (and per- 
haps explanation). As a general observation of both 
the proie and the poetry, we find that the authors 
suffer from 'adjectlvills', a dlieate which Is ea'slly 
cured by careful editing and selecting thé right 
word. We feel that only time prevents us from 
lauding the work of the contributors more highly. 
In a few years of practice and éxperlencè we will 
have possibly a McGiU school of new Canadian 
writers. •

POPS 

Victor's latest Vaughn Monroe 
album brings back some of your 
favorite "dream" songs, in the 
maestro's familiar style. Vaughn 
himself takes the vocal choruses of 
all the tunes, ably backed by the 
harmonizing of the Moon Maids, 
and the Norton Sisters and the 
mellow arrangements of the Mon- 
roe Orchestra. 

ril See You In My Dreams — 
Drifting and Dreaming. 

A— side It a re-issue of one of 
Monroe's biggest recording suc- 
cesses, which you will remember 
hearing on juke-boxes not long 
ago. The waxing Is excellent, and 

the maestro in good voice, with the 
orchestra providing an exciting ar- 
rangement to complement them. 

The flip-over is, perhaps, better 
known as "Sweet Paradise" fixed 
up in modern dress, and shows 
Monroe's mellow baritone to ad- 
vantage. 

Meet Me Tonight In Dreamland 
—My Isle of Golden Dream*. 

'Meet Me" Is by far the best of 
the album— a smooth sweet ar- 
rangement, with typical Monroe 
vocal backed by the Moon Maids. 
The other side gives the leader of 
the band a chance to display his 
vocal wares unaccompanied except 
for the orchestra arid probably .the 
squeals of the bobby-soxers. 

Did Yea Ever See a Dream 
Walking— I've Got a Pocketful of 
Dreamt, 

Hére are two of the favorite 
lunea of yesteryear done in accept- 
able fashion, and bound to evoke 
nostalgic memories of your own 
younger days when these two 
perched high atop your Hit Parade. 
Monroe's specialized stylingi again 
are prominent, threatening to usurp 
T.D. as the chief exponent of the 
"sweet" style of music today. 

Dream— My Dreamt Are Getting 
Better All The Time, 

"Dream," one of the smoothest of 
récent "pop" tunes, takes on addi- 
tional smoothness and charm under 
the Monroe baton. B-side ends the 
album, with the maestro getting 
better all the time. 

What a Fool I Have Been— (Vic- 
tor 20-2057-A)— is another good song 
sung in the clear, Shore-like voice 
of Betty Rhodes. Another new bal- 
lad, 'also well-handled, is featured 
on the other side— They Can't Con- 
vince Me; this one Is possible hit 
parade material. Both recordings 
are wéll-accompanled by Charles 
Danl and his orchestra.

JE A NETTE MACDONALD < 
. One ot the greatest of modern 
Sopranos, Jeanette MacDonald is 
back -once more to thrill the ears 
of listening America via Victor 
records as she enthralls the listener 
with the works of three of the 
greatest modern composers. 

The first record it dedicated to 
Victor Herbert it Miss MacDonald 
sings Sweetheart Walts from 
"Sweethearts" and Romany Life 
from 'The Fortune Tellers." 

The second record of the series 
Is the finest of the album as Miss 
MacDonald lends her magic voice 
to two of Jerome Kern's favorites. 
They Didn't Believe Me from "The 
Girl From Utah" and the ever- 
popular Smoke Gets In Your Eyes 
from "Roberta." 

The final record perpelustes two 
of Rudolf Frlml's works on wax— 
The Donkey Serenade and Ghum- 



nina Mia, both from 'The Firefly." 

Miss MacDonald shows her wide 
versatility on these recordings, 
ably demonstrating why she Is one 
of the "darlings" of the musical 
world. A good deal of the credit 
for the effect of the record is due 
to Russ Case and his orchestra and 
chorus who make Miss MacDon- 
aid's work comparatively easy. 

In advising anyone who Is con- 
templating the acquisition of these 
records, if you like Mils MacDon- 
ald'» singing or like music in the 
light classical vein, here is a valu- 
able addition to any record colle c- 
tlon.
